FARM WORK FOR CONVIOTS. 

Gov. Major’s announced intention to recom- 
mend legislation to provide for a State farm for 
the convicts should be carried out. It is what 
the Post-Dispatch has frequently suggested. Farm 
work for the inmates of the penitentiary would 
be a step forward in sensible and humane treat- 
ment of these unfortunates who are packed in 
crowded cells. 

The 1000-acre farm, to give outdoor work to 
400 or 500 prisoners would be a good beginning. 
It is, of course, too small. Ultimately, every con- 
viet should have the opportunity to work in the 
open air. This would tend to improve the health 
anc morale of the workers. It ought to reduce 
tte death rate from tuberculosis to a minimum. 
It would tend to abolish those vices, such as ad- 
diction to drugs and other practices, that are en- 
touraged by close confinement. The experience 
of other states in open-air work for convicts has 
shown that such employment is an aid to dis- 
cipline. 

The State would profit greatly by the change, 
as a well-managed State farm, worked by the 
convicts, would produce all the foodstuffs needed 
in the penitentiary and might even have a sur- 
plus. With the abolition of convict labor in the 
prison at the end of next year, the State should 
be in a position to substitute farm work for a 
ere of the convicts under its care.

STATE-OWNED FACTORIES. 

The appearance of James Eads How at Jeffer- 
son City with a petition said to contain 33,000 
names, demanding the passage of a law to sub- 
mit to the voters an amendment to the Bill of 
Rights, to enable the State to erect factories for 
the unemployed, is interesting as showing what 
odd things can happen without the general public 
knowing anything about it. The event will cer- 

tainly be news to about 3,250,000 Missourians. 

‘The petition was the work of the Brotherhood 
Welfare Association of St. Louis and certain re- 
formers in harmony with them. Their idea is 
that the State should be required to put the un- 
employed at work, in times of industrial distress. 
Instead of nothing but the rock pile or the wood 
yard, or the shoveling of snow, the man or wom- 
an out of work should have the right to employ- 
ment in a State-owned factory, and the products 
of such labor should be sold by the State to the 
people, at cost. 

It is not at all probable that the petition will 
result in legislation at this time. But it ig in- 
teresting to note that publicly owned factories were 
one of the experiments of the Paris Commune, in 
1871. That experiment was not a precedent, how- 

er, because the government of Paris was in 
the hands of visionaries. The city was crippled 
after the Prussian siege, and the second siege, to 
overthrow the Commune, ended the experiment. 
It is intended by the Missouri petitioners to 
have the Bill of Rights amended so that it shall 
not only proclaim that all persons Rave a natural 
right to life, liberty and the enjoyment of the 
gains of their own industry,” but that all per- 
sons shall have the right of employment. In 
other words, they want to class the job with life,

REMINISCENT OF CRAIG TOLLIVER. 


Louisville Courier Journal: Gen. Huerta's 
“election”—or elections, as the term may now be 
used in the plural form—will recall to Kentucki- 
ans the election of the late unlamented Craig 
Tolliver as Police Judge in Morehad. 

Mr. Tolliver’s chief activity was murder. He 
lacked certain facilities, the value of which ig 
well known to feudists,“ so called, so he decided 
to be content no longer with the prerogatives of 
local political boss-ship.

Mr. Tolliver did not arm himself with argu- 
ments about his record.

ORDERLY IN INDIANAPOLIS. 


Indianapolis News: Indianapolis may well be 
gratified at the growth that has been shown lo- 
cally. Fewer than a dozen persons were injured, 
and none of these apparently seriously. Most of 
the accidents that did happen were the result of 
carelessness. The fire loss was small, compared 
with other years. Of course, the preservation of 
human life is the foremost feature of the “sane 
Fourth“ movement; but the preservation of prop- 
erty is an important phase. In times past the 
insurance companies and fire departments have 
anticipated the coming of Independence day with 
apprehension. This year the property loss, as 
aiready reported, is insignificant.

Wireless Operate. Who Lost 
Leg at Vera Cruz Shares 
Honors With Daniels. 


QUINCY, Mass., July 11.—Turbine 
engines and oil fuel will furnish the 
motive power of the 27,500 ton bat- 
tleship Nevada, which was launched | 
at the yards ot the Fore. River Ship- 
building Co,, today. This latest addi- 
tion t the United States Navy is a 
sister ship of the Oklahoma, launched 
at Camden, N. J., last March. It is 
expected that she will be placed in 
commission next July. The Nevada 
has a length over all 583 feet, beam 
95 feet and mean draft of 28% feet, 
and her estimated speed is 20% knots 
an hour. i 

The arrangement of the main bat- 
tery of ten 14-inch guns will be dif- 
ferent from that on any other Amer- 
ican battleship. Two turrets will 
carry two guns each and twe others 
will have three guns each, an ar- 
rangement which it is thought wil! 
give a concentration of fire superior 
to that of the five two-inch gun 
turrets exemplified in the New York 
and the Texas. 

The weight of armor is greater 
than that carried by any ship pre- 
viously bulit for the navy. 

The muzzle energy of the 14-inch 
gun to be; carried on the Nevada is 
about 66,000 foot tons and its shell 
will weigh 1400 pounds. 

Secretary Daniels of the Navy De- 
partment, Assistant Secretary Roose- 
velt, Gov. Pasker L. Oddie of Nevada 
and Senator Pittman of that State 
were the ‘pfincipal guests at the 
launching. The sponsor chosen was 
Gov.

that the pictures were taken and the 


aeroplane flight across the Isthmus 
was made with the permission of Col. 
George W. Goethals, in command of 
the Panama zone. 

This was stated when the men ap- 
peared before a United States Com- 
misioner today. 

Field, Robert Fowler, an aviator, 
Riley E. Scott, author of the article, 
and Ray Duhem, a moving picture 
man, were arrested yesterday at the 
instance of the War Department, act- 
ing through John W. Preston, United 
States Attorney here. No ball. was 
required and they were released on 
their own recognizance, 

When tie case was called today 
before Francis I. Krull, United States 
Commissioner, it was continued until 
Aug. 10. 

“Col. Goethals not only gave us 
permission,” said Fowler in protest- 
ing his innocence, “but he wished us 
the best of luck, and said he hoped 
the pictures would turn out well.” 

The editorial comment of the Magazine 
on one of the photographs against 
which the War Department particularly 
complained was as follows: 

“This is one of the most significant 
photographs ever published in this coun- 
try. Below the aeroplane from which 
the picture was taken lie the Naos 
Islands, in the Bay of Panama, of 
which the United States Government is 
now mounting batteries of the heaviest 
artillery in the world to protect the 
Pacific approach to the Panama Canal. 

On the island almost directly under 
the aeroplane can be geen the emplace- 
ment for the most powerful weapon 
ever constructed, the first 16-inch dis- 
appearing gun, which has an effective 
range of about 12 miles. 

“Here is the significance of the pho- 
tographt the aeroplane might have come 
in time of war from a battleship out 
of range of the big gun, flying at a 
safe height and carrying 500 pounds of 
high explosives instead of a camera. 
Would not the big gun be helpless 
against such a foe?” 

The editors go on to describe the cir- 
cumstances in which the photograph 
was taken and who took it, adding: 

“Shortly afterward President Wilson 
issued an executive order forbidding 
such flights under heavy penalty. The 
photographs made on this flight are 
probably the only pictures that ever will 
be taken of the Canal from the air ex- 
cept for purposes of war.“ 


Editorial Comment Pointed Out 
Weakness of Defense. 
WASHINGTON, July 1L—The ar- 
rests. at San Francisco marked the 
beginning of the first criminal pros- 
ecution under ithe national defense 


act of March 8, 1911, for disclosure | 


of military secrets. The War Depart- 
ment in the past has found it neces- 
sary to, warn some publishers who 
printed special articles and pictures 
dealing with the coast defense sys- 
tem of the country, but because the 
element of intent to do mischief was 
lacking no attempt was .made to 
prosecute the offenders, 

In the present instance, however, 
department officials pointed out the 
publication specifically directed at- 
tention to alleged shortcomings of 
the defense system of the Panama 
Canal. When the magazine reached 
Washington from’ headquarters of 
the Western departmeht, Judge Ad- 
vocate-General Crowder decided this 
was a case warranting prosecution 
and accordingly the Secretary for- 
warded the papers to the Attorney~ 
General, who caused the arrest. 
Soon after the defensive works 
were undertaken in the canal zone, 
Col, Goethals issued an order prohib- 
iting any person from entering these 
defenses or taking sketches or pho- 
tographs without permission. 

The fact that the pictures com- 
plained of in this case, weer taken 
from an aeroplane raised for the first 
time an interesting point of jurisdio- 
tion by the national authorities over 
the upper air and involves a decision 
as to whether a person sailing over 
a reservation can be held to have en- 
tered it unlawfully...

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NDMENT TO 
NSION BLIND 
TH ON BALLO! 


If Carried by People in Novem- 
ber Bill Authorizes Legislature 
to Aid Missouri Unfortunates. 


A constitutional amendment, grant- 
ing power to the Legislature to pro- 
vide pensions for the deserving blind, 
will be voted upon by the people of 
Missouri at the November election. 
An organization of blind workers in 
St. Louis has undertaken to conduct 
the campaign in behalf of the amend- 
ment, which will be No, 7 on the 
ballot. 

Joseph Unterberger is president of 
the United Workers for the Blind of 
Missouri, and E. I. Schindler of 1962 
Wyoming street, is corresponding 
secretary. J. A. Meyer of St. Louis 
and F. R. Scholton of Sedalja, both 
blind, have been untiring in their ef- 
forts to procure the enactment-of the 
amendment. 

The Missouri Legislature, at the 
last session, voted unanimously to 
submit the amendment to the voters 
of the State. The amendment was 
written by Charles P. Williams of 
St. Louis, member of the Board of 
Pclice Commissioners appointed by 
Gov. Major. 

The object of the blind is to pave 
the way for pensions to supplement 
their earnings, and to partly discount 
the disadvantages with which they 
are confronted in mer: fight for a 
living. 

It is pointed out that many blind 
persons, with a little assistance from 
the State, could earn sufficient mon- 
ey to provide themselves with com- 
fortable homes. In order for many 
of them to perform work it is neo- 
essary to hire a guide, and by the 
time the guide is paid out of the 
earnings there is not much left for 
the worker. 

If the amendment is adopted it will 
then be necessary for the Legislature 
to pass laws providing for the pen- 
sions before the blind can derive any 
benefit from it. 

It is estimated by the leaders of 
the movement that it costs the State 
an average of $260 a year to keep a 
person in an almshouse. Many blind 
people are now in various State in- 
stitutions, being supported at State 
expense. 

It is argued in support of the 
amendment that a pension of $160 a 
year for the deserving blind people 
would enable many of them to be- 
come wage earners. This would be 
slightly in excess of $13 a month. 
The cost, the campaign leaders say, 
would be only a few cents each year 
to each taxpayer. 

The United Workers are trying to 
raise money enough to send circulars 
to the voters throughout the State, 
requesting them to vote for the 
amendment. 


COURT SCORES CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE HEALING FOR PAY 


New York Appeal Judge Cen- 
sures Commereialized 


Use of Prayer.” 

NEW YORK, July 11.—Christian Sci- 
ence healers received a shock yesterday 
when the Appellate Division handed 
down an opioion declaring Christian Sci- 
ence healing, as a profession, a viola- 
tion of the public health law. The de- 
cision was in the appeal by Willis Ver- 
non Cole, a Scientist, who was convicted 
more than a year ago of practicing 
medicine without a license and fined $100 
in Special Sessions. 

It was announced that in all prob- 
ability the case will be appealed upon a 
dissenting opinion rendered by Justice 
Dowling. 

Justice Clarke, who wrote the pre- 
vailing opinion, decided in the negative 
the following question: 

“Is the commercialized use of prayer 
for the avowed purpose of treating all 
persons seeking cure for all bodily ills 
the practice of the religious tenets of a 
church?“ 

The ruling is based on the fact that 
Cole’s office was established solely for{ _ 
the purpose of giving such treatment for 
pay.

PART RECOVERED: 
? BANK MEN HELD 


Fe e and Auditor 
of a Pittsburg Trust Company 
Confess to Theft. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 11.— Herman 
F. Borchers, assistant treasurer and 
paying teller of the Colonial Trust Co., 
and Gearge F. Hofmeister, auditor for 
the same company, today were held in 
$100,000 bail each, Hofmeister being 
charged with larceny and Borchers 
with embezzlement, larceny and falsi- 
fying accounts. Both men _ confessed 
to the operatives of a detective agency 
and the attorneys representing the 
bank. 

The men were accused of stealing 
$70,000 which mysteriously disappeared 
from a safe deposit vault some time 
prior to June 8, last, and $18,000 at 
various times during the last four 
years. ‘Of the $70,000, the bank offi- 
cials recovered $66,200. Of this amount 
$57,000 was recovered from a safe de- 
posit vault in the Union Safe and De- 
posit Cæ at Youngstown, O. 


Mrs. Hofmeister, wife of the bank 
auditor, returned $5200 which she had 
at her home and Hofmeister returned 
$4000 which he had on his person when 
arrested. 

Four years ago Hofmeister entered 
the bank as assistant paying teller.

When at the bank a short time Hof- 
meister discovered that Borchers tad 
hypothecated $5000 of the funds of the 
bank, and for nearly two sears he 
held that secret over the hei of 
Borchers.

EY DEFUGA STORY 
NO CONFIRMED I 
VERA CRUZ NOUR 


Board Has Found No Evidence 
That Reporter's Charges 
Against Marines Is True. 


VERA CRUZ, July 1.—A naval court 
of inquiry is investigating the charge 
contained in an article written by Fred 
Boalt, an American newspaper corre- 
spondent in Vera Crus, that the law of 
flight was applied to Mexican prison- 
ers at the time of the occupation of 
this city by the American forces. The 
testimony of many officers and news- 
paper men has already been taken and 
the evidence so far fails to show that 

any such incident as that described oc- 
curred. 

Boalt's explanation of his article is 
that he was told of the incident as a 
personal experience by Ensign Wil- 
liam A. Richardson of the battleship 
Arkansas, who participated in the sec- 
ond day’s fighting. Boalt said he as- 


it as a fact without seeking confirma- 
tion.

It is understood that the question now 
before the court is the determination 
of whether Richardson did relate the 
story as Boalt stated, and the court's 
findings will be sent to Washington by 
Gen. Funston, with his recommendation 
thereon, before any action is taken.

Boalt’s Story Said -Ensign Ordered 
Men to Shoot Escaping Mexicans, 
CLEVELAI VD, O.. Jury U. — The Ley 

de Fuga story was published here on 

June 18 in the Cleveland Press and was 

signed by the correspondent, Fred L. 

Boalt. Here it is: 

“When the Americans took Vera Crus 
an ensign, in his student days perhaps 
the best fullback Annapolis ever had, 
had command of a squad of men who 
took many prisoners.

Hundreds of American army 
and naval offiters know that this En- 
sign and his men applied the forbidden 
law- made aport of prisoners of war 
and even combatants, giving them a 
flying start and ‘potting’ them as they 
fled. 

J have been told — it was fun to 
see them run. 

“When I was a boy 1 haa a bulldo# 
who applied the law of flight. When 
and my playfellows had caught in traps 
a dozen or a score of rats we would turn 
them loose in a pasture. 

“The trick was for the dog to catch, 
if he could, all the rats before they 
reached the split-rafl fence which sur- 
rounded the pasture.”

The late Vicerine was seated in & 
dowdah on an elephant’s back with her 
husband Dec. 23, 1912, making a state 
entry into the city‘of Delhi, India, when 
a bomb was thrown from a housetop 
at them, which wounded the Viceroy 
and killed one of his attendants. Lady 
Hardinge was fhe coolest of the entire 
party. Her husband fainted from the 
pain. When he recovered his wife 
asked him if he was hurt. 

The Viceroy “replied: “All right, go 
on. 

Lady Hardinge then said, We can- 
not. There is a dead man behind us.“ 

The elephant had halted, the howdah, 
a box fixed on the elephant’s saddle, 
had been blown almost to pieces, and 
the man holding the umbrella over the 
heads of the Viceroy and Vicerine had 
been killed.

Borda Makes Protest. 
Dr. Borda immediately sent a vigorous 
official protest to Secretary Knox. It 
is dated March 28, 1911. 
NOte Left Unanswered. 

All of Dr. Borda’s efforts to reach a 
direct settlement with the United States 

to arbitrate the existing controversy 
dere unavailing, and the Colombian 
Government sent Gen, Pedro Nel Os- 
pina to take his place. 
Gen. Ospina, on Nov. 25, 1911, some 
time after his arrival, presented a note 
to the State Department rehearsing in 
detail the claims of Colombia against 
the United States, and asking that the 
matter be submitted to arbitration.

National Meeting to Be Greatest 
in History—29 Championship 
Races in Effort to Break 
Dirt Track Record. 


The annual convention of the Fed- 
eration of American Motorcyclists, 
which will convene here July 15 to 
19, promises to be the biggest card 
for years on the motorcycle calender, 
not only for St. Louis, but for the 
entire country as well. 

More than 1500 motorcyclists from 
all over the United States will tour 
to St. Louis and the main event will 
be the endurance run from Chicago, 
which will start there at 5 a, m. 
Tuesday morning, arriving in St. 


Louis the afternoon of July 15. This 
tour will be in three divisions, the 
solo division (without side cars); class 
A and B, side car division, class D 
and B. veteran division, class C. 

The side car division will have two 
Classifications, namely, amateur and 
professional. The veteran division 
will not be classified in as much as 
amateurs and professionals will com- 
pete against each other in this di- 
vision by virtue of the suspension of 
rules. At the start at Chicago each 
rider will be provided with a card 
giving the rules and showing the 
departure from controls and the time 
of arrival at each control and check- 
ing station. A map of the course to 
be covered will be printed on the 
card. The veteran division will prove 
an interesting division, as no rider 
competing in any event since 1910 
will be allowed to compete in this 
division. 

Among those coming in this class 
s Charles Blankenheim, winner of 
he first endurance run ever held in 
thicago Which wag in the summer 
>f 1906 and was participated in by 
Walter Davidson, C. H. Lang, J. G. 
vurner, G. W. VanSickle, G. W. Lyons, 
A. J. McCullom, A. B. Coffman, Ed 
3uffum, Sam Chubbuck and W. F. 
eonard. All but two of these riders, 
the oldest and best known in the 
same, have filed entry blanks for the 
run. 

The first day’s run will be to Terre 
laute and the second day’s run to St. 
outs. The Motorcycle Club from In- 
dianapolis and Cleveland will meet 
the tour at Terre Haute and ride into 
St. Louis with the tourists. The St. 
Louis Motorcycle Club will ride to 
Lelleville to meet the tourists and 
ride with them into the last control.

According to Holman Johnson, the 
Thor people will have their champion 
riders here, headed by Alfred Le Roy, 
who recently finished a 3800-mile cross- 
country run in record-breaking time. 
The Thor claims all the records from 
one to 100 miles for single-cylinder ma- 
chines. The team will include Bill Rier, 
Shorty Reeves, Punk Davis, H. W. Haw- 
kins and Hawkins of Cleveland and Sor- 
reson of New York.

“The contract is renewable at the 
option of the United States, which 
converts it into perpetuity, because 
Nicaragua fecelves no compensation. 
But this is not the greatest fault or 
defect. The Gulf of Fonseca belongs 
to three countries, for not only Nic- 
aragua, but Salvador and Honduras 
possesses sovereign rights therein. 
This gulf might be regarded as an 
inland sea, shut up within the limits 
of three countries. 

Offends Other Nations. 

“The United States cannot make 
use of this concession of Nicaragua 
without violating the rules of inter- 
national law. By the mere act of 
grantiag the concession without ref- 
erence to the other two countries, 
their sovereignty has been offended, 
an Offense that the new American ad- 
ministration, which has declaged its 
intention of treating the small re- 
publics with justice and friendship, 
cannot ratify. 

„(e.) Concession by Nicaragua to 
the United States, in perpetuity, of 
the right to navigation, not only of 
the canal, but of all its seas, to- 
gether with coastwise navigation up- 
on equal terms with the Nicaraguans. 

“The rules of common law, but 


«| particularly of international law, by 


which the contracting parties must 
have reciprocal rights, as sufficient 
compensation between each other, 
have been violated in this stipulation. 
When, as in this-ease, the rights are 
applidable to both parties, the con- 
tract that concedes all to one party 
plone, is called ‘leonine.’ If in this 
contract it were stipulated that the 
Nicaraguans should enjoy equal priv- 
Ueges in the seas and along the

Concessions Have Greater Value. 

“If it were possible to fix the price 
of the sovereignty of a country no 
one could conceive that Nicaragua, 
or rather Central America, is worth 
but 33,000,000. But. in case the con- 
tract is modified in such a Manner 
as to preserve national sovereignty 
undoubtedly the concessions granted 
have a much greater value. 

“We have purposely deferred to the 
last to call attention to the principal 
fault in the convention entered into. 
We propose to demonstrate the 
truth of this objection. 

“Nicaragua has not, nor yet has, a 
legitimate and independent govern- 
ment to represent it, and much less in 
its relations with the Government of 
the United States. 

“It is notorious that the actual 
PteSident of Nicaragua was main- 
tained in his post against a popular 
revolution, by the unjustifiable inter- 
vention of the American - marines, 
and even, at. the present moment a 
detachment of these marines occu- 
pies the presidential palace (the 
Whie House) of the capital of *that 


to the President, or rather as a guard 
against his own people. 

“It is well known that the election 
of that President and the Assembly 
that ratified the convention was held 
under the rule of martial law, under 
the pressure of foreign _ bayonets, 
after an official. declaration ot the 
American Minister, which signified 
the exclusion gf all other candidates 
who were not in favor of the dollar 
diplomacy.

The common 
est accidents are cuts, bruises.

sunstroke and almost drownings 
Knowing what to do at once will 
often save a life that would other 
wise be lost. Here are some simple 
instructions for such emergencies: 

Whatever be the accident, make 


sure first that the sufferer can 
breathe and that he is not losing 
blood. 

If a companion |

The pressure must be strong. The

The essential is that the vessel from 
which the blood is flowing be 
squeezed as tight as possible until 
the arrival of a surgeon. 

In the case of an arterial wound 
in the hand or foot or in the arm 
below the elbow or in the leg be 
| low the knee, the tourniquet should 
| always be placed above the elbow 
or knee respectively. If help can 
not be obtained within an hour and 
a half or two hours from the time 
the tourniquet has been applied it 
should be loosened so as not per- 
manently to injure the limb below 
the tourniquet by leaving it too long.

His head 
should be slightly lower than his body 
in this case, so as to facilitate the run- 
ning of water from his lungs. 


Artificial Breathing— 


breathing he must be made to 3 
without losing a moment. There are two 
methods: (1) Drawing the tongue back 
and forth; (2) respiratory movements. 

For the former, open the mouth, using 
force is necessary; take hold of the 
tongue with a handkerchief and pull it 
sharply out twelve or fifteen times a 
minute. „Keep this up for an hour or 
mort, if necessary. 

The respiratory movements are per- 
formed as follows: Clear the patient’s 
throat and lungs of whatever obstruc- 
tions can be removed readily; get him 
out into the open air or near an open 
window, stand at his head and grasp his 
two wrists. See that there is no con- 
striction around his neck or chest, as 
clothing or the like; draw his two arms 
over his head with a steady sweep, 
drawing them away from the body and 
not directly up, where that is possible, 
so that a sideways semicircle is de- 
scribed by each arm; then, bending 
both the patient’s elbows, bring the arms 
to the patient’s sides and with all the 
force in your body compress the chest 
with his own two arms. This last pres- 
sure will remove as much used-up air 
from his lungs as is possible and will 
give almost double the room in the lungs 
for the new fresh charge of air which 
the ™ext artificial inspiration will bring. 
Repeat the raising and lowering of the 
arms ten or fifteen times a minute until 
he is breathing . naturally.

* Walz’s attention was 
oc" first ‘attracted to the loan 
4 shark one day in 1907 
when a man came to bim 
for legal advice. This 
man, who may be desig- 
nated as Mr. W., was 
profitably employed, earn- 
ing enough to support 
himself and his family; 
but he had gotten into the 
clutches of the loan 
sharks. 

He had begun by bor- 
rowing $25 for six or 7 
eight months and had given his note for

37.50 in each 
5 _ case. Each lender allowed him to get in arrears in 
* his payments until he had paid back the original $25. 
1 Then they insisted upon immediate payment of the 
= balance, threatening to file the salary asignments he 
‘ had given to secure the loan. 

As if doing him a great favor, the money lenders then 
would make him a counter proposition. They would 
lend him $25 more, they said, if he would agree to take 
up the unpaid interest on the old loan, pay the interest 
on the new in advance and take some cash. In despair, 
he would consent to this arrangement, whereupon a new 
note for $37.50 would be made. The man would then 
receive $12.50 in cash. When he got in arrears on the 
new note the operation would be repeated. 


Upon investigation, Walz found that the chief of these 
loan sbarks was a nonresident of the State, operating 
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money-lending offices in many cities. Under the old 
law a non dent could be served in a civil suit by at- 
tachment; t the plaintiff had to give bond for costs. 
To give such a bond would be impossible for the average 
man in Mr. W.’s condition, Walz discovered that a 
new law, in effect then only a few days, permitted such 
an attachment without bend. It was designed to reach 
exactly such conditions as this and, for the first time, 
gave the borrower a reasonable chance against the 
lender. l 

Walz invoked the new law, being probably the first 
attorney in the State to do so in such a case. He 
brought suit against the loan shark for every cent W. 
had paid above the original amount of the loan and a 
legal rate of interest. He got judgment for his client. 
Similar results were obtained in suits against the other 
sharks who had W. in their clutches. + 


At the beginning the money lenders were arrogant. 
The minute they heard a suit had been brought they 
filed W.’s assignments of salary. Walz went to the 
man’s employers, told them the situation, instructed 
them to hold the money in escrow until the suits were 
filed and saw that W. had enough to live on while the 
cases were pending. When they were finally settled in 
W.’s favor, the man was for the first time in years on his 
feet. Today he is prosperous and free from financial 
worries. | 

This success brought other clients to Walz. In nearly 
every case he got back for them, not only the amounts 
they had overpaid, but also got judgments against the 
sharks for attorney's fees. In many instances, where 


there was no chance to get such fees, he donated his 


services. 

From that time on Walz went into the prosecution ef 
loan sharks as his principal business in life. They 
quickly discovered the danger. 


resorted to subterfuges. Walz matched his wit against 
theirs and not seldom the loan sharks came out second 
best. 

Finding, for instance, that obtaining assignments of 
salaries availed them little in court, the sharks began 
“buying” salaries in advance. It was the same thing, 
only somewhat differently arranged. The law provided 
that securities for loans tainted with usury were void; 
but the sharks contended the “bought” salaries were not 
securities. Walz, however, succeeded in convincing the 
courts that it was merely a subterfuge, and the sharks 
had to try a new tack. 


Instead of waiting to be sued, they began bringing 
suits against borrowers who were behind in their pay- 
ments. In many cases, they would wait until four or 
five days before the case came to trial. Then 
would send an agent to the borrower, who would say 
something like this: 

“Mr. Blank, we have heard something of the sickness 
in vour family and are sorry that we were compelled to

Walz got many Such 
eases and often got set- 
tlements of the claim. 
One of his favorite meth- 
ods was to institute 
bankruptcy proceedings. 
Bankruptcy petitions were 
found -to be powerful 
weapons against loan 
sharks, as the lenders 
were compelled to make 
statements as to their 
lawful claims against a 
petitioner. Not many of 
them eared to take lib- 
erties with the Federal 
courts. 

In 1912 Walz devoted 
his attention almost ex- 
clusively to a campaign 
of eriminal prosecutions 
. against the sharks. This 

campaign virtually broke 

the back of the business. 

Many of the sharks were 

brought to trial and many 

others annulled hundreds 
of claims rather than face 
trial. 

Walz's favorite method 
was to send a client to a 
money lender to make a 
usurious payment of in- 
terest. The client would 
take a third person along 
as witness, under pretense 
of introducing him to the 
lender as a prospective 
customer, so that there 
would be sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant prose- 
cution. 

Publicity as the 
methods of the sharks 
was a powerful club in 

the hands of Walz and the 
other campaigners. One interesting thing that came 
out was the system some of the lenders used to badger 
customers into payments. One of the methods em- 
ployed by a leading shark was to use young and at- 
tractive women as collectors. 

The woman collector would go up to a man in his 
office and tell him he had better go to the office and 
square up his account, as there would be trouble for 
him if he didn’t. A day or two would elapse and she 
would appear again. Each time she would get more in- 
sistent. Finally she would catch the man in the com- 
pany of his employers or fellow workmen and “baw! him 
out,” as the slang phrase runs, for not paying. Mary 
men would pay an unjust claim, Walz said, rather than 
stitutional the law permitting city pawn brokers to col- 
lect 2 per cent a month, on the ground that it is class 
legislation.

The Curse on the Royal House of Hapsburg 


Johann, a Field Marshal of Austria, while shooting 
near Vienna in the summer of 1886, shot so close to a 
picnic party that its members were frightened. Advanc- 
ing to apologize, Johann was amazed by the wonderful 
beauty of @ girl in the party. He introduced himself 
as Johann Orth, an engineer. The others were the fam- 
ily of Herr Stubel, a merchant, the girl being Milly 
Stubel, a dancer. 


Johann, still preserving his incognito, visited the 
Stubel home afterwards, until the Emperor heard of it 
and ordered him.to stay away from the girl. He im- 
petuously announced that he expected to marry her. 
A day or two later, Milly was at some maneuvers when 
she heard somebody cheering the Grand Duke. 
she saw who her visitor was she fainted. Johann or- 
dered her carried to his palace, announcing: his be- 
trothal. After two years the Emperor finally consented 
to the marriage, but only upon condition, that Johann 
resign his rank, his Austrian citizenship and all claims 
upon the family honors and titles.

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HAT privileged few who gathered before 
the Austrian throne that morning in the 
winter of 1848-49, hardly accustomed to 
the regal splendor of such assemblies, 
scarcely realized that they were about to 
witness. a scene that should be impressed 
indelibly upon their memories. 

High up on the august seat of the most powerful em- 
pire in the world, representative of the most autocratic 
family that had held a scepter since the unfortunate 
sixteenth Louis bowed his head before the French guil- 
lotine, sat the newly crowned Francis Joseph.
